suggested that a large memorial 
be erected at the tidal basin, the 
Congressman objected as_ it 
would have destroyed the beau- 
tiful cherry trees, whose blos- 
soms have delighted visitors to 
Washington. In this-opinion he 
was publicly supported and his 
action has frequently been high- 
ly commended. 

Now having made the cherry 
trees secure for many to enjoy 
he proposes that the Jefferson 
memorial be incorporated into 
the Congressional library and 
henceforth be called the “Thom- 
as Jefferson Memorial Library.” 
That a memorial statue of Jeffer- 
son be placed at its entrance and 
that his personal library be pro- 
vided for in a special alcove 
properly protected but where it 
can be seen by the public. 

‘Because of Jefferson’s connec- 
tion with the establishment of 
the library of Congress, Mr. 
Treadway feels that the designa- 
tion of the library as a memorial 
to him would be more appropri- 
ate than the erection of a mas- 
sive marble temple, “which 
would be in direct contrast to 
Jefferson’s characteristic simpli- 
city.” 

There are still in the library 
of Congress something more than 
2000 of the books which consti- 
tuted Jefferson’s library—and to 
which the public now do not 
have access. The library of Con- 
gress had: its start during the 
seventh Congress under the act 
of April 24, 1800, providing for 
removal of the federal govern- 
ment to Washington. This au- 
thorized appropriation of %500 
“for the purpose of such works 
as may be necessary for the use 
of Congress, to be! placed in a 
suitable apartment in the capi- 
tol, for the use of both houses of 
Congress.” An act of January 26, 
1862;--made~ the’ "appropriation 
and a footnote to that act for the 
first time used the “library of 
Congress.” The act of March 4, 
1814, authorized the purchase of 

the Jefferson collection and the 
act of January 30, 1815, author- 
ized the payment of $23,950 for 
the library of the late President,

Price, Three 
Tuberculin Test 


Was Given Here 
In Our Schools 


Some weeks ago Dr. .W. /W. 
Lee, state health officer, who also 
is the town physician having 
been appointed some time ago 
by the Selectmen, conducted a 
tuberculin test among the pupils 
of our schools. A. circular was 
first sent to all parents inviting 
their cooperation in an answer 
to the question, “Will you con- 
sent to your child being given 
the tuberculin test?” Sufficient 
replies favorable were received 
and Dr. Lee with his selected 
staff made the preparations. 
There were 144 attending, all ‘of 
whom were carefully examined. 

In the process of reaction it 
was found that 13 were positive. 
The positive reaction, however, 
does not indicate the individual 


“tis actively tubercular. The test 


singles out those pupils who 
have been affected by tubercu- 
losis at some time or who have 
it now to such a degree that the 
X-ray can determine the active 
cases. 

Tuberculin testing of children 
from six months through high 
school age by the Franklin 
County Health district in 15 
county towns revealed 109 with 
a positive reaction from the 1346 
tested. X-ray clinics have been 
held in Deerfield, Charlemont 
and Erving for these positive 
cases but this report has not yet 
been made. Dr. Lee stated that 
of the total tested 53 were pre- 
school children and all of these 
showed a negative reaction.

Church Moved to Greenfield 


CHURCH BUILDING WITH A HISTORY 


- From Quabbin Reservoir Site 


The moving to Greenfield for 
the use of First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, of a church building 


which has stood for nearly a 
century in one of the hamlets 
soon to be flooded by the Quab- 
bin Reservoir, was reported in 
the Springfield Sunday Union 
and Republican as follows: 

The moving of an_ entire 
church building from Colebrook, 
far down in Worcester county, 
to Greenfield was no mean feat, 
and yet it passed scarcely no- 
ticed and without the fanfare 
sometimes , accompanying _ less 
worthy projects. In one credit- 
able stroke a church congrega- 
tion not only provided a perma- 
nent home for their services, but 
also brought back some of this 
town’s rapidly departing beauty. 

‘The church building, which 
will henceforth house the activi- 
ties of the church stood for years 
in the misty Worcester county 
lowlands, probably the most con- 
spicuous building in the modest 
hamlet of Colebrook. It was built 
in 1842, to be exact, and_ like 
most church buildings of the 
early New England period, stood 
nearly in the center of the town, 
close to the. crossroads leading 


ma to the other smaller villages and 
g¥,towns in 


southern Worcester 
| county. 
The church is of wood con- 
struction, of alabaster white, 
fronted by four gleaming pillars, 
with entrances at the right and 
today, despite the 
painstaking care of workmen 
who sought to place the building 
in as near perfect condition as 
possible, one may observe the 
worn doorsills over which count- 
less feet passed at Sabbath ser- 
vices in the years gone by. It 
would have been comparatively 
easy to refloor the building and 
make it virtually new, but the 
local church preferred to re-es- 
tablish it here almost exactly in 
the same condition that it held 
during its life in Colebrook. 
| The exact early history of the 
obscured, 
detailed records being unavail- 


able. It is known, however, that 
the church was dedicated in the 
summer of 1842 in Colebrook, 
and served the Congregational 
parish of that community almost 
continually since. ... 

It is said that William Lloyd 
Garrison, famous New England 
abolitionist, often spoke there, 
and it is reliably reported that 


in the stirring days prior to the]; 


Civil) War, ae societies 
¢ 


held regular meetings in the 
church. ... 

As a matter of fact, the local 
Christian Scientists owe their 
opportunity to obtain this charm- 
ing fine building entirely to 
the very march of progress 
which they have sought, some- 
what, to offset in Greenfleld. 
Were it not for the fact that the 
town of Colebrook is doomed to 
extinction in order that metro- 
politan Boston may have an un- 
ending supply of drinking water, 
the church would undoubtedly 
remain for its natural life among 
the peaceful plains of lower 
Worcester county. 

Colebrook's loss, however, is 
Greenfield's gain and now First 
Church of Christ, Scientist has 
for the first time a home of its 


own> The local church was or- 
wanized in 1905 and holds ser- 
‘vices Sufiday morning at 11 o’- 
clock, Sunday school at the same 
hour. Wednesday evening, 7:45 
The reading room is in the rear 
of the church and open daily 
from 2 to 5 o'clock. The first 
reader of the church is Anselm 
Frankel, Jr.
